Street fair could 
make 

A STREET fair in Northampton which 
regularly attracted more than 100,000 
people to the town centre could be 
revived this year. 

The St Crispin’s Street Fair, held annually 
in the October half term from 1994 to 2004, be¬ 
came one of the biggest events of its kind in 
the country. 

In the late 1990s, the two-day event was at¬ 
tended by thousands of families who used 
dozens of different fairground grounds in¬ 
stalled in Abington Street, Market Square, 

Gold Street and The Drapery 

The event was cancelled by Northampton 
Borough Council in 2005 due to financial rea¬ 
sons. 

But Northampton Borough Councillor Ter¬ 
ry Wire (Lab, St James) is now planning to put 
forward a motion calling for the revival of the 
fair, which was named because it coincided 
with St Crispin’s Day. 

Councillor Wire said: “We have lost so 
many events in Northampton over the last 
few years and I think it would be a good idea 
for the street fair to return. 

“The fair bought pleasure to thousands of 
people and became one of the largest street 
fairs in the country. 

“At the last council meeting the ‘Love 
Northampton’ project was adopted aiming to 
encourage more events into the town centre. 

“By bringing back the street fair it would 
certainly start to reinvigorate the town centre 
and be a good start.” 

Councillor Brandon Eldred (Con, East 
Hunsbury) cabinet member for community 
engagement, said the council had already 
made plans to bring back the St Crispin’s 
Fair. 

The Labour motion will be presented at the 
next full council meeting on April 23.

Tiny' gives 
£4k to keep 
lollipop lady 


SAINTS rugby star Soane 
Tonga'uiha has donated 
£4,000 to a village primary 
school to fund its lollipop 
lady, after county coun¬ 
cil cuts left her position at 
risk. 

Anne Hillyard, who works out¬ 
side Kislingbury Primary School, 
was one of a number of school 
crossing patrols facing the axe 
under budget cuts proposed by 
Northamptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil in 2010, as part of efforts to 
make £73 million savings. 

The council offered communi¬ 
ties the chance to step in to fund 
their local role, something staff at 
Kislingbury Primary School felt 
was essential. They agreed to raise 
the money to fund 71-year-old Mrs 
Hillyard’s position for four years. 

The 6ft 3ins father-of-four Mr 
Tonga’uiha - nicknamed ‘Tiny’ - 
donated £4,000 raised from his tes¬ 
timonial year to the school, which 
his son attends, to support its 
fund-raising efforts. 

He said: “A newsletter was sent 
out to parents saying they wanted 
to raise money to keep the school 
crossing lady. 

“We felt like we wanted to donate 
some money to help, but we didn’t 
realise we were going to raise the 
whole amount. 

“We are very grateful to the peo¬ 
ple of Northampton and to Saints 
fans, because they’re the ones who 
have either bought merchandise 
or attended events, and allowed us 
to raise so much. 

“Getting children across the 
road safely is an important issue 
and they wouldn’t be safe without 
a crossing patrol.” 

Mrs Hillyard, who has worked 
at the school for 11 years, lives in 
the village, and has three children 
and two grandchildren who have 


attended the school, where she 
started as a five-year-old. 

Headteacher Janet North¬ 
ing said the money donated 
would fund Mrs Hillyard’s 
position for the school year 
2012-13, and allow staff and par¬ 
ents time to raise the extra money 
needed to finance the role for the 
next two years. 

She said: “It’s wonderful be¬ 
cause it takes the pressure off our 
fund-raising. 

“We were one of a few schools 
who decided we would maintain 
our school crossing patrol by rais¬ 
ing money ourselves.” 

Mrs Northing said the school 
had raised the £2,900 needed to 
fund Mrs Hillyard’s position this 
year, but needed £3,900 each year 
for the next two years to keep her 
in the post. 

She said: “We want to say ‘thank 
you very much’ to Mr Tonga’uiha. 
We are totally overwhelmed by his 
generosity 

“For us, having a school cross¬ 
ing patrol was non-negotiable. 
It never entered our heads we 
wouldn’t somehow keep her on, 
whatever the cost. You can’t put a 
price on a child’s life.” 

A spokeswoman for Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council said: 
“Kislingbury was one of the local 
communities which stepped for¬ 
ward to finance a school crossing 
patrol officer. 

“Legally, school crossing patrol 
officers have to be employed by the 
county council so they have the 
powers to stop vehicles at cross¬ 
ings. 

“This alternative approach 
means the patrollers are employed 
by the council and the school 
crossing patrol service will be cost 
neutral to the county council, be¬ 
ing paid for by the communities 
themselves.”

Work starts to rebuild 
400-year-old wall 


VOLUNTEERS helped rebuild part of a 
400-year-old wall in Great Billing, North¬ 
ampton at the weekend. 

Members of Billing Parish Council 
found the wall, which surrounds St An¬ 
drews Church, in Church Walk, buried un¬ 
der brambles while doing clearance work 
last year. 

Council chairman Steven Rockall said: 
“It was in a very poor state of repair. 

“It was obviously built to retain the 
churchyard for burials and we felt if we 


didn’t do anything it would disappear for¬ 
ever.” 

Work began to restore the wall in Janu¬ 
ary, and is due to be completed after East¬ 
er. 

On Saturday, residents took part in the 
restoration and had a go at dry stone wall¬ 
ing. 

Mr Rockall also took suggestions 
for items that could be included in a 
time capsule, to be buried in the last sec¬ 
tion of the wall. 


Poor training 
could be to 
blame for abuse 


POOR standards of care worker train¬ 
ing and low pay could be responsible 
for more than 500 recorded incidents 
of abuse against staff in two years, 
carers' organisations have claimed. 

Northamptonshire County Council re¬ 
vealed 292 of its care workers had been the 
victims of violence and abuse in 2009-10, and 
278 more in 2011-12, taking the total to 570. 

Carer experts expressed sympathy with 
the victims, but suggested some were not 
well enough equipped to deal with difficult 
patients. 

They were also too busy with a large vol¬ 
ume of patients to carry out tasks to a good 
standard, leading to frustrated ill people. 

Mark Major, of Northamptonshire 
Carers, said: “The council unfortunate¬ 
ly is forced to out-source a lot of this 
type of work because of financial pressures. 

“Not all companies do it, but many are 
forced to squeeze as many appointments in as 
they can to be profitable. 

“When you are that person who feels they 


are not being given enough attention to, it all 
comes out.” 

Mr Major also suggested that low pay in 
order to return a profit - particularly of tem¬ 
porary staff - and low standards of training 
could also have contributed to the figures. He 
said better skills would sometimes help care 
workers deal with difficult conditions and the 
anger they cause before it turns to abuse. 

He added: “If nothing else it shows what 
family carers, who don’t get paid a wage, can 
face on a much more regular basis.” 

Andrew Bailey, who is helping set up the 
new Carer’s Voice group, said he sympathised 
with workers, but said patients’ lifestyles 
made abuse unsurprising. 

He said: “The individual will almost by defi¬ 
nition be lonely because they obviously have 
no family to care for them. 

“They perhaps see only this one person 
twice a day who doesn’t have enough time and 
needs to put them to bed at 7pm. 

“They get so frustrated and there’s only one 
person they are going to take it out on.”

Nursery hit 
by thieves 
togetCCTV 


BOSSES at a nursery raided 
for the third time in four 
months have said they will 
install security cameras in 
a bid to prevent further at¬ 
tacks. 

Burglars broke into the Child 
First Day Nursery in Moulton, 
overnight between Thursday and 
Friday last week, and took £250 
cash, three iPods, five digital cam¬ 
eras and a video camera. 

They got in by using a brick to 
smash a rear window and dam¬ 
aged part of the kitchen before 
ransacking every room, using a 
pupil’s bag to carry away their 
haul. 

Chantal Hill, deputy manager, 
said: “It’s stealing from children, 
that’s what these people are do¬ 
ing. 

“We try to make the nursery 
homely, and we don’t want CCTV 
cameras all over the place, but 
we’re going to have to look at se¬ 


curity now as it seems we’re being 
targeted.” 

Ms Hill said the brick thrown 
through the window had smashed 
one of the cookers used to prepare 
food for the children, and the bur¬ 
glars had then forced the lock on 
an internal door to the school’s 
office, from where the equipment 
had been stolen. 

The cash taken included about 
£30 raised for Marie Curie Cancer 
Care by pupils, who had been sell¬ 
ing daffodils they had grown to 
parents. 

The raid was not the first time 
the nursery has been targeted. Ms 
Hill said: “We had one just before 
Christmas where they broke the 
office window and took a cash tin, 
and one in January In that one a 
bike belonging to a member of 
staff was stolen on the Thursday, 
and on the Friday we came into 
work to find the office had been 
broken into again, and a laptop 
stolen.” 


Bracelet made from 
deadly seed recalled 


A BRACELET made from poten¬ 
tially deadly seeds has been the 
subject of an alert to paramed¬ 
ics working for the East Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service. 

It expressed concerns about 
the sale of bracelets made from 
the red and black-coloured je- 
quirity bean, which have been 
recalled by shops at the Eden 
project in Cornwall and other 
retailers. 

The beans contain the toxin 
abrin, a controlled substance 


under the Terrorism Act that, 
if swallowed, can kill in doses 
of just three micro grams. 

People who have bought the 
bracelets are urged to bag them 
and then wash their hands and 
avoid touching their eyes. 

Roger Watson, deputy clini¬ 
cal director of EMAS, said in 
a clinical bulletin sent to all 
crews: “Please treat as per 
poisonous substances and be 
aware of the imminent risk to 
the patient.”

Crowe, who are all studying event 
management, managed to secure 
the loan of the Olympic torch 
which was used in the 1948 torch 
relay for the event. 

The event was part of a group 
project for the second-year stu¬ 
dents degree course and aimed to 


capture some of the core values of 
London 2012. 

Ms Crane said: “We decided we 
wanted to do something with a 
theme of the Olympics and man¬ 
aged to get a 1948 torch loaned from 
an organisation called “Flames 
Lighting the Way” based at Lough¬ 
borough University which encour¬ 
ages kids to keep active.” 

The students ran a number of 
Olympic-themed events with the 
pupils including a torch relay, sit 
down volleyball match and other 
team building activities. 


Lifesaver is 
chosen to 


carry 

A SECRETARY who saved a 
disabled woman from her 
burning home, said she felt 
"honoured" to have been 
chosen as an Olympic torch- 
bearer. 

Alex Riley, aged 56, ran into the 
burning building and lifted the 
woman, in her 80s, out of a first 
floor window during the fire in 
Weston, near Towcester, in March 
2011. The fire destroyed the grade 
two-listed Armada House. 

Following the heroic event, Mrs 
Riley’s three children all nominat¬ 
ed their mother to take part in the 
Olympic Torch Relay. 

Mrs Riley, of Lois Weedon, re¬ 
ceived final confirmation last week 
that she will run through the cen¬ 
tre of Wellingborough on July 2. 

She said: “Surprised doesn’t 
come anywhere near it really. It’s 
quite awesome. It’s such an honour 
and such a privilege. We’ll never

see the Olympics here in our life¬ 
time again and to be part of that is 
absolutely wonderful and I don’t re¬ 
ally feel worthy of the place. I want 
to enjoy every moment of it.” 

Mrs Riley, who works as a per¬ 
sonal assistant at Berrys Valuers 
and Surveyors, worked next door 
to Armada House in Weston before 
the company moved to its current 
premises in Towcester. 

On March 1 last year builders 
raised the alarm that smoke was 
pouring out of the house. Mrs Ri¬ 
ley ran into the hallway and up¬ 
stairs, where she knew the woman 
would be in bed. 

She lifted the woman and passed 
her out a first floor window to the 
builders and her boss, who had put 
up a ladder below. 

Her husband Michael said: “She 
put her life at risk. Our children 
were enormously proud of her 
and thought there should be some 
proper recognition.”

County smokers being 
urged to kick the habit 


SMOKERS in Northampton have 
been urged to give up the habit as 
the town has above average num¬ 
bers of people addicted to nico¬ 
tine. 

Just over 26 per cent of adults in North¬ 
ampton smoke, NHS bosses estimate, more 
than the national average of 21 per cent. 

Last week Northampton General Hospi¬ 
tal marked No Smoking Day by trying to 
persuade staff and patients to take their 
last puff. 

Among those pledging to give up was Ju¬ 
lie Ward, a receptionist at Willow Ward. 

She said: “I recently took up smoking 
again, but I felt really hypocritical. People 
come into us who have lost their legs be¬ 
cause of smoking. I just thought I couldn’t 
carry on on a vascular ward and be a smok¬ 
er.” 

Mrs Ward is now using Nicorette patches 
from her GP She has also formulated other 
ways to keep her from resorting to ciga¬ 
rettes again. She said: “I always find my 
fingers want something to do, so I’ve taken 
up knitting. 

“I’ve also got a money jar where I put my 
savings that would go on cigarettes. 

“Watching that get full and thinking of 
spending it on holiday is a good motvator. 

“Pictures of blackened lungs have never 
had an effect on me, because you can’t see 
the effect on yourself. 

“But seeing a jar of money has been my 
goal.” 

NHS Northamptonshire Stop Smoking 
Service is trying to help people quit ahead 
of the ban on tobacco display advertising 
in supermarkets next month. Since April 
2011, a total of 8,147 smokers have pledged 
to quit, and so far 3,774 have stopped for at 
least four weeks. 

The theme this year is ‘Take the Leap’, 
inspired by the fact that 2012 is a Leap Year, 
and smokers in Northamptonshire are be¬ 
ing encouraged to give up smoking for the 
sake of their health, wealth and happiness. 

Pam Berry, public health manager for 
NHS Northamptonshire, said: “The bene¬ 
fits of not smoking begin within hours and 
boost not just your health but your wallet 
too. 

“Smoking is also becoming less and less 
socially acceptable, and from April 6 tobac¬ 
co display advertising is being banned in 
large supermarkets. 

“Thousands in Northamptonshire at¬ 
tempt to quit on No Smoking Day, so if 
you’re a smoker, so we’re saying why not 
take the leap and join in?”

Wages at Guildhall 
revealed in report 



THE WAGES taken home 
by Northampton Borough 
Council's top earners have 
been published for the first 
time as Guildhall bosses 
push to improve the 'trans¬ 
parency' of the authority. 

As part of the Government’s lo¬ 
calism bill, councils now have to 
reveal how much their top mem¬ 
bers of staff are paid. 

A report presented at The 
Guildhall revealed the council’s 
chief executive, David Kennedy, 
currently earns £138,310 a year. 
Below Mr Kennedy are four cor¬ 
porate directors and 11 heads of 
service. 

The heads of service earn be¬ 
tween £44,505 and £87,832 a year 
while the four corporate direc¬ 
tors earn between £93,180 and 
£114,602. 

The opposition Labour group 
on the council has criticised the 
pay rates for being too high. 

But the Conservative leaders 
of the council have also said they 
would like to see the wage bill re¬ 
duced. 

The leader of the author¬ 
ity, Councillor David Mackintosh 
(Con, Rectory Farm ) said: “The 
public are concerned about the 
amount the borough council 
spends on senior management 
and we share that concern. 


“We want to see taxpayers’ 
money being spent wisely and 
prioritised on front-line services, 
which is why we pledged in our 
manifesto to reduce senior man¬ 
agement at The Guildhall. 

“We are keeping management 
costs under constant review and 
our budget included cuts to sen¬ 
ior management costs by £325,000 
by reducing four posts. 

“As the organisation changes 
it is important the level of senior 
management also decreases.” 

The move to publish the pay 
rates was welcomed by Labour’s 
leader, Councillor Lee Mason 
(Lab, Brookside ), but she repeat¬ 


ed her call for the wage bill to be 
cut. 

She said: “I welcome the trans¬ 
parency of course but these fig¬ 
ures are a reminder that being at 
the top of local government can 
be quite lucrative even in times 
of austerity and cuts. 

“By comparison many bor¬ 
ough council workers are poorly 
paid and have had to suffer a pay 
freeze imposed on them.” 

Northamptonshire County 
Council has published the pay 
of its top earners for a number 
of years. The council’s chief ex¬ 
ecutive, Paul Blantern, currently 
earns £161,289.

Offenders paying back 


THE number of convicts 
getting out of compul¬ 
sory unpaid work orders 
given by the courts in 
Northamptonshire is 
dropping to record lev¬ 
els. 

Out of 1,331 of the orders 
given out by judges and mag¬ 
istrates last year, only 157 - 12 
per cent - escaped doing the 
work. 

This compares with 2009 
when 231 out of 1,167 convicts 
- 19 per cent - got out of com¬ 


pleting the work orders. 

The unpaid work commu¬ 
nity orders are given out for 
less serious offences and are 
usually for about 100 hours of 
work to be completed within a 
year. 

The work they do, which in¬ 
cludes plastering community 
centres to planting trees at 
schools, was worth £658,000 to 
the county last year. 

Probation community en¬ 
gagement manager, Matthew 
Chester, said he was pleased 
with the benefits the punish¬ 


ments brought to communi¬ 
ties. 

He said: “Fewer and fewer 
convicts are getting out of 
doing the orders for unpaid 
work. 

“The work they do not only 
helps communities, but some¬ 
times helps the convicts real¬ 
ise the positive roles they can 
play. 

“We’re pleased we’ve man¬ 
aged to help bring down the 
numbers of people who do not 
complete their orders. 

“I think we’ve done this by 


offering support and, where 
necessary, threatening en¬ 
forcement action. You cannot 
force everyone to do the work, 
but I think we’re doing a good 
job.” 

The probation service in 
the county expects to get 600 
more people to complete their 
unpaid work orders this year. 

This form of punishment 
has proved popular with suc¬ 
cessive governments because 
it has helped to ease pressure 
on Britain’s growing prison 
population.

Territorial Army 
offers visitors a 
taste of military 



MACHINE guns, canulas 
and tanks were just some 
of the Army-issue items 
the public got their hands 
on at a Territorial Army 
open day in Northamp¬ 
ton. 

Soldiers talked people through 
the differences between being a 
regular and a part-time TA sol¬ 
dier and how both are working 
together in Afghanistan. 

But visitors were also able to 
practice putting in canulas like 
an Army medic would, climbing 
inside a tank and holding an as¬ 
sault rifle. 

Warrant officer Melanie Col¬ 
lins said: “A lot of people come 
to this event and have a military 
view of the world but would 
rather dip their toe in than take 
the leap. 

“Perhaps they want to take a 
bigger bite and want to find out 
a bit more. What hopefully gets 
across is that it’s a fantastic 
part-time job.” 

Aside from fighting shoulder- 
to-shoulder with regular troops 
in combat, or saving lives as an 
army medic or engineer, there 
are also career advantages to be¬ 
ing in the TA. 

New entrants earn £35 for 
every day spent training or on 
operations, which rises to up to 
£97. Annual bonuses can be up to 
£1,600 for top ranks. 

The Army also pays for any 
training, from medical skills to 
HGV licences, which can then be 
transferred to civilian jobs. 

Domino Homer, aged 20, from 
Weston Favell, Northampton, 
said: “My other half is a Grena¬ 
dier Guard who’s been out to 
Afghanistan and he’s always on 
about how great the life is. I’ve 
watched the videos but I just 
wanted to find out bit more. 

“I’m really interested in being 


a medic but I’d definitely be in 
the infantry if they’d let me. 

“What struck me is how happy 
the TA soldiers are with their 
job.” 

In the past, the TA has suffered 
from the “Weekend Warrior” 
and “Drinking Club” tags. 

But TA soldiers said that im¬ 
age has been wiped away. 

Staff Sergeant Brenna Par¬ 
tridge said: “Even my husband 
calls it my hobby, however it’s 
anything but. 

“I’ve been out to Iraq and Can¬ 
ada and will soon go out Kenya. 

“It definitely makes you a more 
rounded and mature person. 


“It’s not my hobby, it’s my ca¬ 
reer.” 

The open day, at the TA Centre 
in Clare Street, featured soldiers 
whose territorial units are with¬ 
in easy reach of Northampton, 
including the Royal Armoured 
Corps, The Royal Army Medical 
Corps, and The Royal Logistics. 

The unit based at Clare Street 
is the 118 Recovery Company of 
the The Royal Electrical and Me¬ 
chanical Engineers, but people 
can join any unit they can get to 
easily for training.

NEW employment fig¬ 
ures show the number 
of people in North¬ 
ampton claiming job¬ 
seeker's allowance is 
at its highest level for 
almost two years. 

The official labour mar¬ 
ket statistics for February 
were revealed by Nomis, a 
service provided by the Of¬ 
fice for National Statistics. 

The study shows that 
there are 5,991 people in 
Northampton currently 
claiming jobseeker’s allow¬ 
ance, which equates to 4.2 
per cent of the town’s popu¬ 
lation, and a 0.2 per cent 
rise on January 

The figures show this is 
the highest unemployment 
rate since May 2010, when 
6,106 people were claim¬ 
ing jobseeker’s allowance, 
equivalent to 4.3 per cent of 
the town’s population. 

Sajeeda Rose, director of 
economic development at 
the Northamptonshire En¬ 
terprise Partnership, said: 
“Figures have gone up and 
this is a concern but nation¬ 
ally figures have also gone 
up and Northamptonshire 
is still below the average. 
We have two approaches to 



the figures. One is to make 
sure the jobs are there in 
the first place and that in¬ 
volves attracting new com¬ 
panies here and helping 
those already here to grow 

“The second is how do we 
support those people who 
are out of work?” 

The figures show the 
number of residents in 
Northamptonshire cur¬ 
rently claiming jobseeker 
allowance is 16,368, which 
equates to 3.7 per cent, the 
highest since amount since 
April 2010. 

The study shows four per 
cent of people in the East 
Midlands and 4.1 per cent 
of people in Great Britain 
as a whole are claiming the 
benefit. 

The survey also breaks 
down the figures for the 


number of 18 to 24-year- 
olds currently claiming 
job seeker’s allowance in 
Northampton. 

It shows 7.5 per cent of 
these young people in the 
town are claiming the ben¬ 
efits, which is the highest 
level since April 2010. 

Gavin Henson, manag¬ 
ing director of The Agency, 
a Northamptonshire job 
agency, has called on the 
Government to use next 
week’s Budget to bring for¬ 
ward substantive changes 
that will stave off stagna¬ 
tion and weak growth. He 
said: “Business needs tar¬ 
geted support in 2012. By ad¬ 
dressing issues such as the 
introduction of support to 
get more young people into 
the workplace, a real differ¬ 
ence can be made.”

Emotional walk for 
Crazy Hats appeal 


A SEA of pink flowed 
around a county 
park as thousands 
of cancer sufferers 
and their loved ones 
turned out for an 
emotional 10th an¬ 
niversary Crazy Hats 
walk. 

Almost 2,500 people in 
fancy dress, many whose 
lives have been touched 
by the disease, on Sunday 
walked up to five miles 
around Wicksteed Park, 
in Kettering, to raise 
money for specialist 
breast-screening equip¬ 
ment at Northampton 
General Hospital (NGH). 

Organiser Glennis 
Hooper, 57, who founded 
the charity in 2002 after 
being diagnosed with 
breast cancer, said: “I’m 
very emotional. It gets 
better and better every 
year. 

“Just watching the 
snake of people going 
round, it’s a sea of pink 
and everyone is here for 
the same reason.” 

Even before sponsor¬ 
ship money comes in, 
the walk has raised more 
than £12,000 in entrance 
fees. This year the money 
will help NGH towards 
its target of finding 
£90,000 for the screening 
apparatus. 

Almost every walker, 
including children and 
dogs, wore a home-made 
hat and pink Crazy Hats 
T-shirt. 

Many were carrying 
pink roses being sold by 
the charity on the day 

Assembled walkers 
closed their eyes, held 
hands or waved them in 


the air as the now-tradi¬ 
tional You’ll Never Walk 
Alone was played before 
they set off. 

Light rain failed to 
dampen spirits as they 
set off around the mile- 
long route around the 
park. 

The walk was made 
more poignant as it fell 
on Mothering Sunday, 
with many people re¬ 
membering mothers lost 
to the disease. 

Miss Hooper, whose 87- 
year-old mother Mamie 
started the race, said: 
“With it being Mother’s 
Day it has even more 
meaning. 

“The commitment 
from people and the love 
and belief in what we are 
doing, you can’t put it 
into words. 

“I’m just so proud of 
everybody” 

President of the char¬ 
ity, Dr Roy Mathew, 63, a 
cancer specialist at Ket¬ 
tering General Hospital, 
said: “I’ve got a mother 
who’s nearing the end 
of her life. It makes me 
realise how important a 
mother is. 

“Today I’ve also 
learned how people can 
feel when they lose their 
mothers.” 

Wellingborough and 
Rushden MP Peter Bone, 
who did the walk wear¬ 
ing a fluorescent beanie 
hat with his 11-year-old 
son Tom, said: “They are 
raising a phenomenal 
amount of money.” 

And Kettering MP 
Philip Hollobone, who 
was wearing a Union 
Flag jester hat, said: “It’s 
a wonderful cause to sup¬ 
port.”

She has previously worked 
at the hospital’s now closed GP 
unit, gynaecology, the neo-natal 
unit, operating theatres as well 
as various wards as an auxiliary 
nurse. 

Almost four decades of work 
at the hospital have seen many 
changes, not least the paperwork 
involved with meeting huge num¬ 
bers of targets. 

Some colleagues have re¬ 
marked that filling in paperwork 
now sometimes takes longer than 
a birth. 

But Mrs Forskitt said she 
has enjoyed every aspect of her 
work. 

She said: “The labour ward is 
my favourite. You get to see a lit¬ 
tle miracle every day. 

“One minute they’re labouring 
and the next there’s a baby fling¬ 
ing its arms about and crying. 

“It doesn’t matter how down 
you get, it lifts you every time.” 

She added: “I’ve only been off 
a few days and I miss it already.

constructed? Kennedy’s examina¬ 
tion of these critical themes com¬ 
bines elements of tragedy with 
comedy in a 90 minute play which 
won the 2006 Annual Arts Council 
John Whiting Award. 

The show contains language 
that some might find offensive.

MILOS KARADAGLIC review

ONE of the most under-rated solo instru¬ 
ments has to be the guitar. 

Often simply seen as an accompany¬ 
ing instrument, strummed by a band 
member busily shouting lyrics down a 
microphone, the potential beauty and 
intricacies of the guitar, when played 
properly, are not always obvious. 

But one man who could never be ac¬ 
cused of failing to explore the capabili¬ 
ties of a guitar is Milos Karadaglic. 

I went to see this Montenegro-born clas¬ 
sical musician's concert at the Royal & 
Derngate on Saturday, as my husband is 
a big fan of guitar music, and we were 
not disappointed. 

Talented to the extreme, Milos has 
played the guitar from the age of eight, 
went to study at London's Royal Acad¬ 
emy of Music, and has gone on to win a 
host of awards and see his debut album 
top the classical charts around the world. 
The presentation of Milos' music - by 
which I mean the setting and general 
delivery of his concert - is minimal, to 
say the least. 

Endeavouring to entertain an audience 
with one guitar, one chair and a red cur¬ 
tain backdrop is ambitious, but probably 
indicative of the confidence Milos has in 
his own music. 

And, having heard him play, I have to 
say, who can blame him? 

Milos' concert went from a finger-ach- 
ingly fast Prelude and Fugue by Johann 
Sebastian Bach to the very traditionally 
Spanish tones of Isaac Albeniz, featured 
in the Woody Allen movie, Vicky Cristina 
Barcelona. 

One highlight for me was Milos' final 
piece, Koyunbaba by Carlo Domeniconi, 
which was lively and fun to listen to, 
giving a more contemporary finish to a 
concert which had started with a version 


of the 18th century lute music of Bach. 

I was left amazed by Milos' sheer ability 
to carry off each frighteningly difficult 
piece with precision and flair. 

If I had to pick anything negative about 
the performance, it would have to be the 


amount of time Milos spent tuning up 
between pieces, although he did apolo¬ 
gise for this, explaining that the weather 
had been getting his strings "worked 
up." 

As well as tuning, the intervals between 


each piece were punctuated with inter¬ 
esting snippets of information about the 
music to come, which I think helped the 
audience to understand the concert even 
better and proved what a knowledgable 
musician Milos is.

A S reputations go, McLaren’s is 
pretty much as good as it gets. 
Unlike most of its counterparts, 
McLaren has created road car projects 
following on from its daily grind at the 
front of the FI grid, not the other way 
round. 

And the only other road car in its back 
catalogue is the FI; a £634,000 all-carbon 
missile built without compromise, a car 
that cracked 240mph and held several 
world records - including the title of the 
world’s fastest production car - for more 
than a decade. 

Only now have the final production- 
specification cars reached the road, and 
the prospect of road car project number 
two is a hugely enticing one when you un¬ 
derstand that it was designed and is built 
with the same near-fetishist attention to 
detail that goes into its racing cars. 

As a simple example, one of the many 
weight-saving measures is the use of 
wiring that is hexagonal in cross section 
rather than round; that saves you 4kgs. 

But the most important measure is 
the carbonfibre chassis or MonoCell in 
McLaren-speak. 


It claims a saving of 75kgs over a com¬ 
parable aluminium structure, and what 
that does for strength too is massive; you 
can actually drive a bodiless chassis as all 
the panels bar the roof have no bearing 
on the car’s integrity. 

That body is a thing of functional beau¬ 
ty however, and rather than grabbing at¬ 
tention for the sake of it, you can see why 
there are scoops, vents and curves where 
they need to be. 

The rear wing is discreet when it is 
stowed, it pops up only when needed (or 
if you want the extra downforce) or when 
it is acting as an air brake. It doesn’t 
follow fashion, it follows function, and 
it appeals to the head and the heart as a 
result. 

You get the same impression from the 
snug cockpit. There’s a low-key centre 
console (even though everything is beauti¬ 
fully finished) with a slick touchscreen 
panel in the centre that takes care of 
most functions. 

The view out is superb, and the driving 
position gets you in the mood, particular¬ 
ly the gearshift paddle which is actually 
one piece across the back of the steering 


wheel - just like in the FI cars. 

Finger the starter button and the 
McLaren-designed 3.8-litre twin-turbo¬ 
charged V8 fires up quickly and with 
a characterful blare - forget anything 
you’ve heard about it being too quiet - and 
with the automated transmission in D it 
rumbles away with total ease. 

Sedate driving on local roads shows 
that the MP4-12C can do comfortable and 
quiet. 

The Active Dynamics Panel is a pair of 
switches on the centre console, one for 
Power and one for Handling. With them 
all turned down, the ride is tightly con¬ 
trolled but comfortable and the engine is 
aurally present but doesn’t disturb. 

You notice the easy torque available 
with just the lightest brush of the throt¬ 
tle and the measured, consistent response 
from the steering, but beautifully judged; 
it’s possible to forget for a moment that 
you’re driving something capable of more 
than 200mph, which is exactly what you 
need should you be lucky enough to drive 
one every day. 

But some track action is the only way 
to find out what the McLaren can really 


do, and handily McLaren arranged some 
laps around the Top Gear test track at 
Dunsfold. 

Even with everything still switched to 
its lowest setting, the MP4-12C attacks 
the straights and bends with vigour. 

In a straight line the performance is 
delivered with silken brutality, a purpose¬ 
ful roar from the exhaust and each gear 
change firing through in a fraction of a 
second. 

This is not a car for everyone, aside 
from the sticker price. 

It doesn’t shout about its performance, 
it doesn’t have the outrageous curves of a 
concept car to attract impressionable la¬ 
dies and it does the boring everyday stuff 
extremely well.

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Boothroyd joy as Town go clear

AIDY BOOTHROYD was 
delighted to see his Cob¬ 
blers side put some dis¬ 
tance between themselves 
and the relegation zone 
with a vital win at Burton 
Albion on Tuesday night. 

Town find themselves 
five points clear of the bot¬ 
tom two after a priceless 
1-0 victory at the Pirelli 
Stadium, secured through 
Kelvin Langmead’s injury¬ 
time goal. 

No other team in the rel¬ 
egation mix managed to 
pick up a victory on Tues¬ 
day, and Boothroyd was 
a happy man to see some 
daylight emerge between 
his team and their rivals at 
the foot of npower League 
Two. 

“I’ve said on a few oc¬ 
casions that we’ve played 
well and perhaps not got 
the results we’ve deserved 
but here we’ve ground out 
a win,” he said. 

“I didn’t think Burton 
could handle our set plays 
for long periods, I thought 
they were nervous, but I 
thought we didn’t use our 
extra man in midfield well 
enough. 

“I went for it with the 
two up front, managed to 
get something out of it, 
and I’m delighted because 
it puts a little bit of dis¬ 
tance between us and the 
others. 

“Burton have conceded 
a lot of late goals and I 
thought Lewis (Young) 
could cause them a lot of 


problems coming back to 
his old ground. 

“The dressing room is 
a very happy place as you 
can imagine because we 
feel we deserved it.” 

As well as clinching a 
victory with a late goal 
rather than succumbing 
to a defeat to one, Town 
also ticked a major box by 
completing a win without 
their leading goalscorer 
Adebayo Akinfenwa. 

Akinfenwa, who has hit 
16 goals in Cobblers colours 
this season, was declared 
fit by manager Boothroyd 
in the build-up to the game 
and the boss said he could 
have pressed him into ac¬ 
tion at Burton last night. 

That he did not was a 
significant gamble but one 
that paid off and means 
the player should be fresh 
for Saturday’s visit of Ply¬ 
mouth Argyle to Sixfields. 

“He probably could have 
played,” he said. 

“We could have got him 
out there and he wanted 
to play but I told him I’d 
rather have him right for 
Plymouth on Saturday 

“He was touch and go 
but in the end I thought, 
the last thing I want to do 
is lose him for the run-in. 
It was a bit of a gamble but 
it was a gamble that paid 
off.” 

A big crowd is expected 
when Cobblers entertain 
fellow strugglers Plymouth 
at Sixfields on Saturday (ko 
3pm). 


Hartley is ruled out 


THE RFU have confirmed 
that Dylan Hartley will 
not be allowed to play for 
Saints against Wasps on 
Saturday. 

The Northampton skipper has 
been cited for biting Ireland’s 
Stephen Ferris in England’s Six 
Nations win at Twickenham last 
weekend. 

Despite not having had a hear¬ 
ing or being found guilty, under 
Six Nations regulations Hartley 
is not allowed to play for his club 
until the matter has been dealt 
with. 

The RFU spent yesterday 
checking with the organisers of 
the tournament, but confirmed 
last night that Hartley would not 
be eligible to play in the Premier¬ 


ship clash with Wasps. And the 
governing body still don’t know 
when the hearing will take place 
or where. 

It is looking like it will be next 
week before Hartley will be put 
before a disciplinary hearing, 
with the Six Nations governing 
body still organising a committee 
to hear the case. 

Saints will be hoping the dis¬ 
ciplinary hearing is convened as 
quickly as possible so they can get 
their captain back. 

If Hartley is found innocent of 
the charge of biting Stephen Fer¬ 
ris then it would be rough justice 
to miss games for his club’s Pre¬ 
miership title bid. 

The longest ban a player has 
received for biting was 18 months 
when South African prop Johan 


Le Roux was found guilty of 
chomping on the ear of New Zea¬ 
land’s Sean Fitzpatrick. 

Independent Six Nations citing 
commissioner for the match, Al¬ 
berto Recaldini cited Hartley un¬ 
der IRB Law 10.4 (m), “Acts con¬ 
trary to good sportsmanship”, for 
allegedly biting the finger of an 
opponent in the 23rd minute of 
the first-half. 

TV pictures are inconclusive 
and it will be asked as to why Fer¬ 
ris’s hand is in or near Hartley’s 
mouth. 

Ironically, Hartley was the vic¬ 
tim of a bite last April. Ferris’ 
Ulster team-mate Pedrie Wan- 
nenburg bit Hartley’s arm as the 
Saints skipper tried to remove 
him from a maul. 

It was clearly seen on TV but 


the South African was never cit¬ 
ed for it. 

Saints will be aiming to 
get back to winning ways 
on Saturday following their 
LV= Cup Final defeat at the 
hands of Leicester Tigers on Sun¬ 
day. 

Although Hartley can’t play 
in Saturday’s Franklin’s Gar¬ 
dens clash with Wasps, his 
England colleagues Ben Foden, 
Chris Ashton, Lee Dickson and 
Phil Dowson can, and seem cer¬ 
tain to be thrown into the fray 
as Saints aim to maintain their 
place in the Aviva Premiership 
top four.
